Democrats of the House Refuse

DINSMORE AND WILLIAMS 
CONDEMN THE PRESIDENT 


Hitt Makes a Vigorous Defense of 
the President and Says That the 
Latter’s Course Was War- 
ranted by the Exist- 
ing Conditions. 


Washington, December 1!1!.—The birtl 
of the republic of Panama and its recog- 
nition by this government was the sub- 
ject of a spirited debate in the house to- 
day. 

Mr. Dinsmore, democrat, of Arkansas, 
during consideration of the pension ap- 
propriation bill, severely criticised the ad- 
ministration in connection with the ca- 
nal, and Mr. Hitt, republican, of Iili- 
nois, chairman of the foreign affairs com- 
mittee, replied in a vigorous defense of 
the president and his Central American 
policy. Mr. William, of Mississipp!l, the 
minority leader, replied to Mr. Hitt, de- 
claring that the minority did not condone 
the part taken ty this government in con- 
nection with Panama affairs. 

Nearly the whole of the four hours’ 
session was taken up in a discussion Of 
the isthmian question. No conclusion 
was reached on the pension Dill. 

President Above Law. 

Mr. Dinsmore said the Panama republic 
had been éstablished and that it exists 
hy the power of the United States and 
that without that power, it could not ex- 
ist. Nothing had, he said, been gained 
that could not have been gained in a 
straightforward way. 

Mr. Dinsmore declared the president 
had set himself above the law and critl- 
cized tHe hasty recognition of the re- 
public of Panama. He said that Secre- 
tary Hay learned state craft at the feet 
of Abraham Lincoln and referred to the 
attitude of the government in 1860 ta- 


| ward the question of recognition, saying 


that Mr. Hay had now taken a different 
view of the question. 

Mr. Hitt, republican, of Illinois, chair- 
man of the committee on foreign affatrs, 
replying to Mr. Dinsmore, said he was 
astonished at the remarks of the gentle- 
man from Arkansas, saying such attacks 
on the government would not be made by 
any foreigner in discussing its action. 

The president, said Mr. Hitt, had not 
been precipitate, but had waited a reaSon- 
able time. ‘But,’ he added, “he did not 
waste time: he never does.” This utter- 
ance was loudly applauded on the repub- 
lican side 

“Ordinarily,” Mr. Hitt went on, ‘““when 
a ship is in port and a disturbance or 
insurrection occurs, we land troops to 
protect Americans from being killed or 
robbed. We have done that in France 
and we would do it anywhere. 


The Case of Panama. 

‘In case of Panama our situation was 
different from that of any spot on earth. 
We had a solemn and binding engage- 
ment which had been impressed upon us 
by all the years. Often we were called 
upon by the Colombian government, oft- 
ener by events, to inforce the obligation 
to keep that path open from sea to sea; 
not to aid nor fo suppress rebellion, but 
to keep tlie path open; and when we 
landed troops at Colon their duty under 
the treaty was plain to let no armed 
men or cause of any kind disturb the 
open, free course of commerce, OF of 
movement in the pathway across the 
isthmus. (Applause on republican side.)

While the exports of 
cotton goods from the United States to 
China do show a large falling off during 
this period, this is also the experience 
of other countries supplying China with 
cotton goods. 

The United Kingdom, India, Japan and 
the United States are the chief countries 
supplying China with her 
of cotten goods. An examination of the 
October statement of exports from the 
United Kingdom, covering the ten 
months of i903, ending with October, 
shows that her exports to China, in- 
cluding Hong Kong, of piece goods, gray 
Or unbleached in the ten months of 1903 
were 181,459,500 vards, against 247,157,- 
800 yards in the corresponding months 
of 19C2, and 185,915,400 yards in the 
corresponding months of 190]. Of 
bleached piece goods the number of yards 
exported to China from the United King- 
dom was 108,497,400 yards in the cor- 
responding months of [90I1. Combining 
all classes of piece goods, the total ex- 
ports from the United Kingdom to China 
in the ten months ending with October, 
1903, were 405,964,700 yards, against 
507,165,300 yards in the corresponding 
months of last year, and 392,184,900 
yards in the corresponding months of 
190i. -In the case of India the total 
exports of piéce goods to China fn rhe 
six months ending with September, 1903. 
were 88,316 yards, against 2,608,309 
yards in the correspording six months of 
1902 and 268,618 yards in the corre- 
sponding months of 1901, the total for 
six months of 1903 being therefore hut 
about 3 per cent of those of 1902 and 
but one-third of those of 190!. The Jap- 
anese monthly- statements of exports.do 
not state quantities In suffictent deta’) 
to render practicable a determination of 
the quantity of cotton goods exported to 
China, but the total value of “cotton 
tissues’’ exported from Japan to China in 
the nine months ending with September 
is given at 2,056,272 yen (equivalent to 
$1.025.000) against 1,852,102 yen (or 
$920.009) in the corresponding months 
of 1902, which figures, In view of the 
Increase in prices of cotton goods durine 
the vear, would indicate no matertal 
increase in the camnparativelv smal] quan- 
tity supplied to China hy Japan. 


General Decreases. 

These floeures of the shinmaonte of cotton 
roods from the four Princinal countries 
supnivinge the cotton fmnorte of China 
the Intes¢ availahle monthe in 
the present vear seem to indicate that the 
reduction which has heen noted tn the 
exnorts of cotton eoods from tha T’nftea 
States to China is no pgreatees than that 
of the other princinal enuntriee annivine 
the cotten imports of China. ana that in 
our own case, as well as that of other 
countries, the reduction is Aue to a ven- 
eral decrease in the importatinn of cotton 
goods into China in the year 1993 as cam- 
nired with immediately nrereding vears. 
This theory {s also supported by such in- 
formation from Chinese official sources 
as is at present available with reference 
to 1903 and earlier vears. The official 
figures of Chinese imports for the year 
1903 thus far received by the Butfeanu of 
statistics cover only the (first three 
months, port by port. The chief import- 
ing port of China, however, for cotton 
goods in Shanghai, and the official report 
from that port show that the total !m- 
ports of cotton goods in the first three 
months of 1903 were 3.930.746 pleces. 
against 6,461,962 nieces In the correspond- 
ing months of 1902, and 1,786,141 pleces 
in the same month ef !I90!1. Of these 
imports, gray shirtings form the largest 
single item, and they showed a total 
from the United Kingdom of 1,073,626 
pieces. against 2,413,704 pieces in the 
corresponding months of last vear, 

In the Chinese importations of sheet- 
ings, drifls and jeans, American goods 
form an timportant part. Imperts of 
American sheetings inte China amounted 
te 630,947 pieces in the first three months 
of 1903, against 949,940 pieces in the 
Same months of 1902; American @rills 
amounted to 280,487 pieces, against 357,- 
120 pieces in the corresponding months 
of the preceding year, and American 
jeans, 63,760 pieces, against 36,000 in 
the same months of the preceding year.

The general reduction in the importation 
of cotton goods into China is apparently 
due, in part at least, if not in whvie, to 
the unfisually large imports of this char- 
acter In 1902. The total value of cotton 
goods imported into China in 1902 was 
$80,363,545, against $71,749,439 in 1901, 
and $56,764,770 in 1900.

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M. Buneau-Varilla said that, while the 
matter is contemplated so far as Panama 
is concerned, it is advisable to move 
quickly, because delays tend to affect the 
imagination, and that so long as a thing 
is unsettled complications are likely to 
arise. 

Some of the Colombian contingent in 
Washington are of the opinion that the 
agitation in Paris of this questign is 
simply a reopening of the bitter contro- 
versy that raged for some time between 
the conflicting interests in the original 
Panama canal company and the reor- 
ganized company. The officials here, 
however, do not see how any regular and 
orderly proceedings in France can ma- 
terially affect the relations between the 
canal company and the United States 
government, for they feel that the en- 
gagement between the two to sell the 
canal is in the nature of a contract which 
cannot be broken by either party so long 
as the other insists on regarding it as in 
force.

Guayra of the laading of Columbiana 
troops at the mouth of the Atrato river. 
A Panaman gun boat and a United 
States gun boat have proceeded together 
to David, near the western end of the 
isthmus of Panama for the purpose of 
giving thé people of that district evi- 
dence of the fact that the United States 
forces are cooperating with those of Pan- 
ama in maintaining peace on the isth- 
mus, The guns are expected to return 
here on Sunday.

DIXON'S BODY SENT HOME 


Coroner’s Jury Renders Verdict of 
Saicide—Father of Young Man 
Who Shot Himself in Ma- 
con Came from Wood- 
bury for Corpse.

Constitution Bureau, 467 Second Street, 
Macon, Ga., December’ 1!1!.—(Special.)— 
Dr. Dixon, of Woodbury, father of the 
young man who committed suicide here 
last night by shooting himself to death, 
reached the city at noon today and left 
tonight with the remains of his son for 
Wood try, The family home, where the 
interment will take place. 

Young Dixon was well known in Ma- 
con, where he had made many friends, 
and the intelligence of his death this 
morning has created a profound sensa- 


tion. He was a young man of good ap- 


pearance and of good business capacity. 
None of his friends are prepared to ac- 
cept the idea that he took his own life, 
because of the grief over the death of 
his wife. Mrs. Dixon has been dead for 


over a year. 

The investigation by the coroner in- 
dicates that Dixon after entering his 
room disrobed himself and put on his 
night shirt. Then carrying his pistol to 
his bed with him he laid down and pulled 
the trigger. Some argue that it was 
the first shot that took his life, while 
ethers are inclined to think it was the 
second bullet from his pistol that caused 
his death. The bullet had passed en- 
tirely through Wis heart, while the other 
ad pulled an ugly path through his 
side. 

The coroner’s jury subscribed to the 
verdict making Dixon's death self-in- 
flicted.

To 
secure a permit to conduct a place where 


| Hewers or beer are sold it is necessary 
that the applicant in addition to the usual 
formal advertisement must obtain the 
consent of the hoard of aldermen. In 
this way not only the city at large, but 
residents of the neighborhood in which 
the saloon is located are advised. 

The license is now $500 and it seems 
rather improbable to augment that tax.

Surrounded by his family, the mem- 
bers of the supreme court and a vast 
concourse of friends, the mortal re- 
mains of “Hal” Lewis were on yes- 
terday consigned to the grave, but 
the memory of his gentle nature and 
brave spirit will live to comfort and 
console those whom he loved best.

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FORCIA COTTON 
‘UP TO CONGRESS 


Diseases of Sea Island Staple 
To Be Investigated, 


Brantley Will Ask for an Appropria- 
tion for Experiment Stations To 
Investigate Anthracnose. 
Brantley Thinks His 
Bill Will Be Passed. 


By Jos: Ohl. 

Washington, December 11.—(Special.)— 
Congress is ta be asked to make an ap- 
propriation for the establishment of ex- 
periment stations in Georgia, at which 
the agricultural department experts will 
seek to discover a way to cure the dis- 
ease anthracnose which has done so much 
damage to Sea Island cotton. For some 
time, Congressman Brantley has been in 
consultation with Secretary Wilsen and 
the experts of the department of agricul- 
ture relative to the necessity for relief 
of the growers of Sea Island cotton in 
Georgia, South Carolina and Florida. It 
sems that this kind Of cotton has been 
a victim of four kinds of disease—wilt, 
rust, root knot and anthracnose. Meth- 
ods have been discovered to offset or 
cure the first three, in some degree, at 
least, but the last named has done a 
great deal of devastation. It attacks 
the boll before it it matured, drying it 
up and making the staple yellow stained 
and of no length. In some sections the 
crop has been almost entirely destroy~- 
ed. 

Mr. Brantley had conferences with the 
secretary and with Dr. Gallaway, chief of 
the bureau of plant industry, amd As- 
sistant Pat ologist Orton was sent to 
Georgia to investigate. The necessity for 
some remedy is so evident that it Is de- 
Signed to astablish experiment (farms 
near Blackshear and Valdosta, at which 
the government experts will séek to pro- 
dice a strain which will resist the dis- 
ease. 

It is also the aim of the department 
to demonstrate the value of a proper 
rotation of the crops. As Georgia pro- 
duces moré than half the Sea Island 
cotton crop of the country, and as most 
of that is raised in his district, Mr. 
Brantley will use his best efferts to se- 
cure from congress the necessary appro- 
priations for the experiments. He be- 
lHeves he has assurances which guarantee 
success. The other southern congress- 
men wil] cooperate with him. 

Public Building for Griffin. 

Judge Bartlett has introduced a bil) pro- 
viding for jury trial of contempt cases 
in federal courts. He has also intro- 
duced a bill for a public building at 
Griffin, to cost not exceeding $30,000. 
Senator Clay has introduced a similar 
bill im the senate.

H.W. BOHANNON 
TO BE PARDONED 


Strong Petition in Behalf 
of Leader of Famous 
Gang, 


It is probable the prison commission 
will recommend and the governor will 
grant in the next day or two a pardon 
te H. W. Bohannon, who is now serving 
a ten-year sentence in the state peniten- 
tiary for robbing freight cars of the 
Southern railway at Dalton. Walter Bo- 
hannon, as he is better known at Dal- 
ton, has served about seven years of his 
sentence, and with time allowance for 
good behavior would have to serve about 
a year and a half more, 

Bohannon was the leader of one of the 
most ‘notorious gangs in the northern 
part of the state. It was an organized 
band of freight car thieves and they are 
said to have stolen thousands of dollars 
worth of goods from freight cars of the 
Southern at Dalton, 

Bohannon and all of his crowd were 

arrested, including the merchants who 
bought the stolen goods. Bohannon him- 
self was given ten years. His accom- 
plices received sentences of three years 
each and those who bought the stolen 
goods were let off with misdemeanor sen- 
tences. The latter were fined and given 
three months each in the chaingang, but 
the sentences were commuted to fines 
alone. 
* Jua@ge A. W. Fite, of the Cherokee 
circuit, who passed sentence upon Bo- 
hannon and his gang, and Solicitor Gen- 
eral Sam P. Maddox, who prosecuted 
them. appeared before the prison com- 
mission yesterday and urged that he be 
pardoned. All of the other membérs of 
the gang served their sentences and were 
released long ago. A petition in his be- 
half from some 1,500 people of Dal- 
ton has been sent to the commission, and 
perhaps most remarkable of all, officials 
of the Southern railway, which lost 
through his crime, have suggested that 
he be pardoned 

The prison commission will probably 
act on the case today and send it to the 
gevernor. Bohannon, in spite of his rec- 
ord, has many friends in Dalton who 
are anxious to see him released. 

Other Cases Considered. 

The prison commission sent to the gov- 
ernor yesterday several recommendations 
in cases which have been considered by 
that body during the present week, but 
the governor has not yet acted upon them. 

Henry Lacy, who was convicted of 
murder in Paulding county in 1882 and 
sentenced to life imprisonment, is rec-

missed by the justice on the negro pay- 
Ing $12 for a “settlement.” 

This Davis was employed at the Ful- 
ton bag and cotton mills, and some weeks 
ago he sent a boy to the store of R. A. 
Gober, near the mills, to 
nickel’s worth of crackers. When the 
boy returned with the crackers, Davis 
vas dissatisfied with the amount and took 
them back to the store. demanding either 
more crackers or his money back. He got 
neither und a dispute with Grecer Gober 
followed, 

The grocer later went to Justice 
Crymes and swore out a peace warrant 
against his customer, and Davis was 
brought before the . justice. Justice 
Crymes’ court and office is located on 
Decatur street and when the prisoner 
was brought there for a hearing, it is 
alleged, he was given the understanding 
that he would be released on payment 
of $15. :

Case Was Dismissed. 

Davis did not have this much, but 
stated that he could raise $12, whereupog 
he was told to bring this amount. The 
case against him was dismissed and he, 
Davis, paid ov@ the $12, the justice 
keeping $7 and Gober, the prosecutor in 
the peace warrant proceedings, taking $5, 
This transaction is said to have takéh 
place within a few feet of where Justice 
Crymes was sitting, though when he was 
before the grand jury yesterday he de- 
nied all knowledge of the transaction, 
saving that the $7 was handed him by a 
bailiff, who told him the costs had been 
paid 

The technical charge against the justice 
is extortion, which under the Georgia law 
is a misdemeanor ‘This means that the 
trial wil] be in Judge Calhoun’'s court, and 
as that court is now in session the case 
wil] probably be called for trial next 
week. 

Several other true bills were also re- 
turned by the grand jury yesterday, 
among them being one charging Marshall 
Ryan, of Oakland City, with assault and 
battery, alleged to have been committed 
while he was arresting a Mrs. Nuttall.

following communication from the fac- 
ulty of arts and sciences: ‘Voted, that 
the question of discontinuing intercol- 
legiate foetball be referregd to the com- 
mittee on athletic sports for its con- 
sideration and advice.’ 

“Having examined the question sub- 
mitted, the commiftee would respnect- 
fully reply that !n its opinion the pres- 
ent situation in intercollegiate athletics 
does not appear to render advisable the 
discontinuance of Intercollegiate fpot- 
ball at Harvard. 

“The stens taken fn the investigation 
were as follows: The question was dis- 
cusseq by the general committee, and 
also a conference was arranged between 
prominent football coaches and former 
members of the foothall team. and the 
committee itself. A full and frank dis- 
eussion followed tn which were stated 
the obfections to the game which had 
been made at the meetings of the fac- 
ulty, and information was requested upon 
the various points raised. The consensus 
of opinion was to the effect that the 
game had improved in many of the feat- 
urés tn recent years, that the feeling 
between opposing teams, and papticn- 
larly between Harvard and Yale, was of 
a friendly nature, and that an effort 
shoulda be made to modify certain ap- 
parently objectionable features.

CITY. REFUSES 
MONEY FENDER 


Southern Express Company in 
Difference with Municipality, 


Company Yesterday Tendered the 
Amount of Its Franchise Tax, 
Less the Amount of Its 
Business License, but 
City Declined It. 


_ 


The Southern Express Company yester- 
day morning tendered $2,359.90 to the 
city government in payment of the taxes 
due by it to the municipality and the 
tender was refused by City Tax Collector 
E, T. Payne. During the afternoon City 
Attorney Mayson informed the tax col- 
lector that he had done right, It is, there- 
fore, probable that another court fight 
will be engaged in by Atlanta, 

Comptroller General Wright will this 
morning be informed that the Southern 
Express Company has declined, to pay 
the amount.of its franchise tax and the 
State official will be requested to issue a 
fi, fa. 

A neat point is involved in the case. 
It brings up for settlement the question 
of whether the clause which protects 
street railway corporations from paying 
both the franchise tax and the tax upon 
gross receipts applies also to the South- 
ern Express Company. 

The Southern Express Company has al- 
ready paid Atlanta $250, that being the 
amount of the business license tax de- 
manded by the municipality. When the 
franchise was assessed it was found that 
the express company owed the city $2,- 
609.90. Yesterday morning the agent of 
the company tendered the city $2,359.90, 
which is the difference between $250 and 
$2,609.90. 

The express company contends that the 
jaw provides that the franchise tax shall 
be in lieu of all other taxes, while the 
city contends that the franchise tax is to 
be in Heu of all] other taxes or methods 
of taxation upon franchises, 

The legal battle in the courts between 
the city and the express company will 
be watched with interest, 


THE TRADE SITUATION. 


New York, December 
tomorrow wil] say: 

“Distribution along consumptive lines 
grows in volume with’ the continuance 
or cold weather and the nearer approach 
o’ the holidays. Jobbing distribution alse 
feels this stimulus in re-orders to fill 
depleted stocks, and markets also reflect 
more «ssured buying for next spring. 
Wholesale trade generally is quiet, as 
usual at this period, and industry shows 
slacking in gome lines. The improve- 
ment in crude iron apparently holds. 
Eastern shoe manufacturers are still 
shipping heavily on winter account, have 
an average spring business booked and 
report fair orders for next fall. 

Railway earnings will show a gain of 
fully 5 per cent over last November. 

Seasonable conditions, stock taking, or 
readjustments to jJessened demand are 
all assignable reasons for the quieting 
down of outdoor activity, such as buiild- 
ing, or fop reduced running time, or 
suspensions in a variety of industries, 

“High raw material renders the mar- 
gin of profit in cotton manufacturing 
precarious, and curt&ilment, first serious- 
ly considered at the south, is now gen- 
erally talked of, but the feasibility of 
agreement by American manutacturers 
as a whole is doubted. 

‘Improved demand for the next three 
months delivery and advances demanded 
of 25 to 50c in prices with refusals to 
book beyond that time, lead to the be- 
lief that the lowest point has been seen 
in the iron trade. The drop in finished 
products has not been in proportion, nor 
is the awakening in demand for these 
products so marked, but it is noted that 
wire and nails, structural and plates 
are rather better at Pittsburg, with 
some inguiry noted for rails at Chicago. 
Other metals show no particular change. 
Hardware is in fair demand for this 
season. 

‘*Lumber rather quiet, as usual at 
this period, and the outlook for next 
year’s building is not as yet clearly de- 
fined. 

“Coal shows the effect of heavy anti- 
cipatory sales last summer and autumn, 
Coke prices tend lower. 

“Wheat, including flour, exports for 
the week ending December 10, aggregate 
4,607,610 bushels, against 4,201,504 last 
week, and 3,761,047 this week last year, 
For twenty-three weeks of the cereal 
year they aggregate 77,536,909 bushels, 
egainst 118,902,498 in 1902. 

“Corn exports for the week aggregate 
641,945 bushels, against 1,098,951 last 
week and 1,301,286 a year ago. For 
twenty-three weeks of the present cereal 
year they aggregate 26,244,431 bushels 
against 5,096,203 in 1902. 

‘“‘Rusiness failures in the United States 
for the week ending December 10, num- 
ber 241, against 239 last week and 247 
in the like week of 1902. In Canada 
failures number 7, against 23 last weck 
and 17 In this week a year ago. 


Dun’s Review. 


New York, December 11.—R. G. Dun 
& Co.’s weekly review of trade tomor- 
row will say: 

“Developments are not encouraging as 
to cotton spinning, but there is evidence 
of better conditions in the tron and 
steel] industry, while retail trade feels 
the usual impetus as the holidays ap- 
proach. Idleness among New England 
lumber mills is offset by increased activi- 
ty in the south. Owing to pressure of 
grain there is still delay in handling 
freight promptly at a few eastern points, 
but as a result traffic facilities are ade- 
quate, and railway earnings for Novem- 
her show an average gain of 4 per cent 
over last year. 

“It js significant evidence of the at- 
titude of consumers that while the out- 
put of pig iron declined to about 1,.000,- 
000 tons in November, the lowest point in 
several vears, furnace stocks rose to 658,- 
107 tons, exceeding all recent records. 
Such a striking discrepancy indicates 
clearly the extent of contracts in this 
leading branch of manufacture. From 
present indications, {t seems almost cer- 
tain that the situation will show some 
improvement by the end of this month, 
although inventories always retard opera- 
tions during December. Throughout the 
industry, however, there is a growing sen- 
timent of hopefulness regarding the new 
year. Prices have stéadied and orders 
are being placed more liberally. Strue- 
tural steel is sought freely. several large 
contracts being under consideration, and 
many smalled Orders have béen actua}- 
ly placed. The chief event among the 
minor metals was a manipulation in fin. 
which forced prices sharply upward, but 
demand for consumption ig not brisk. 

“Footwear manufacturers report new 
business seasonably quiet, but plants are 
taxed to their full capacity. in most 
eases on old orders, and western jobbers 
are expected to place liberal supple- 
mentary cOntracts. Further gains are 
recorded in hides, both domestic and 
foreign. , 

“Cotton spinning is completely demoral- 
ized by the raw material situation. The 
margin between buyers and sellers has 
widened, Pcs little new business is re- 
ported. uotations of cotton goods are 
now practically nominal. .

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IN CERMAN ARMY 


Cruelty .and Immorality Dis- 
cussed in the Reichstag 


War Minister Von Einem Admits 
Many of the Charges, but 
Still Defends the Army. 
Bilsen’s Book Figures 
in the Debate.

‘Berlin, December !!.—In the reichstag 
today War Minister Von Einem entered 
earnestly into the charges of brutality 
and immorality brought against German 
army officers without attempting to ex- 
culpate them. He admitted there had 
been abuses and declared the army ad- 
ministration was determined to correct 
them so far as possible. Nobody regret- 
ted the evils more than the emperor, who 
never lost an opportunity to impress the 
seriousness of the offenses which had been 
brought to light. 

Referring to Lieutenant Bilsen’s book, 
“A Zittle Garrison” (telling of alleged ac-

At any 
rate, something must be done to prevent 
the growth of the social democracy, and 
the most effective means to this end would

from socialists who profess to be revolu- 
tionists or republicans.”’ 

This statement was greeted with socia] 
laughter. Continuing, the baron said: 

“The government must do everything in 
its power, for if nothing is done, revolu- 
fion is coming with certainty.” 

He pointed out that it would be im- 
possible to suppress socialism with intel- 
lectual weapons and he urged Catholics 
and Protestants to conclude a truce in 
order that they might join to combat this 
new danger.

Washington, December !|!1.—The Nation- 
al Anti-Saloon League adjourned today 
to meet next year in Columbus, Ohio. 

Resolutions were adopted which pro- 
nounced the saloon to be the greatest 
criminal the worla has known. Congress 
was commended for refusing to repeal 
the anti-canteen law, and asked to fur- 
ther appropriate for post exchanges and 
furnish suitable places for recreation and 
amusements for the soldiers. 

The soldiers expressed joy that the 
saloon had been driven from the United 
States capitol building, commended Sec- 
ertary Moody for his action in regard to 
tha betterment of the morals in the navy 
yard at Bremerton and Washington, and 
urged the prohibition of the ‘sale of 
liquors within 2 miles of army and navy 
posts. They also approved the Dolliver- 
Hepburn bill, making Intoxicating Nquors 
shipped into a state subject to the laws 
of the state both before and after de- 
livery.

WILL CONTEST RIGHT TO SEAT. 


Eligibility of Colone! Thompson To 
Re Tested in Courts. 
Gainesville, Ga... December t!1.—(Snecial.) 
The seat of Colonel Howard Thompson, 
who was nominated for mayor of Gaines- 
ville in the primary last Saturday and 
elected in the general election held yes- 
terday, will be contested. That !s to say, 
the question of whether he could resign 
in the middle of his term as alderman 
and run for mayor and qualify after his 

election, {s to be tested in the courts. 

The parties who will make 2 test case 
of it allege that he is not legally entitled 
to the office, and that his acts as mayor 
would not be legal. for the reason thaf 
the law says no alderman can resign in 
the midst of an unexpired term, run for, 
he elected and qualify as mayor during 
the term for which he was chosen as 
alderman. 

The exact status of the case is this: 
One year ago Colonel Thompson ran for 
‘alderman from the third ward of the city 
of Gainesville, and was elected and sworn 
in the Ist of January, 1903, for a term 
of two years. the prescribed term of an 
alderman. His term as an alderman will, 
therefore, not expire until January I, 
1905. A few weeks ago Colonel Thomp- 
son announced his candidacy for mayor 
of Gainesville for the ensuing term of 
two years, beginning January |, 1904, 
and he received a majority of the votes 
cast, and, therefore, was declared elected. 

Now comes up the question of his legal 
qualification, and it will be carried to 
the court of last resort for a final de- 
cision. The question has played an iIm- 
portant part in municipal politics in 
nearly every town in the state for the 
past few years, and the movants in the 
matter here are determined to have an 
opinion from the supreme court upon the 
much-mooted question. 

The section of the code upon which 
the action will be based in this case 
is as follows: 

“Councilmen and aldermen of the town 
and cities of this state shall be incompe- 
tent to hold, except in town of less than 
2.000 inhabitants and more than 80,000 
inhabitants, any other municipal office in 
said towns and cities during the term of 
office for which they were chosen; pro- 
vided, nothing herein shal] render them 
ineligible to be elected during said term 
to serve in a term immediatety succeed- 
ing said term, but nothing in this sec- 
tion shal] apply to any municipal office 
which is filled by appointment of the 
mayor., Any councilman or alderman a)- 
pointed during his term to any other 
1 office shall resign before being 
gible to enter upon the office to which 
og ie been appointed. In cities of more 
than 80,000 inhabitants, councilmen and 
aldermen. during the term of office for 
which they were chosen, are incompetent 
to hold any office in said cities which is 
filed by appointment or election of the 
genera} council or governing board, but 
are competent to hold any other office 
ir. said cities having first resigned the of. 
fice of councilman or alderman; provided, 
nothing herein contained shall be con- 
strued as repealing any provisions to the 
contrary hereof in any charter of any 
city or town in this state.

The question of who should have &9.- 
100 occupied the attention of Judge 
Lumpkin al] yesterday afternoon, ending 
by hig directing a receiver to keep the 
money until a final settlement of the 
controversy. t 

The money in question was in the 
possession of W. F. Callecott, a promi- 
nent mule and stock dmler of Norfolk 
and St. Louls, and was the price of six- 
ty-one mules he recently sold. The Bardy 
Union Stock yards wanted the money, al- 
leging that the mules seld belonged to the 
company and not to Callecott. 

According to the statements of the 
stock yards company, a contract between 
it and Callecott was entered into some6 
months ago, and by the termg of this 
contract, it is-said, Callecott was loaned 
money and given the use of a stable, with 
a capacity of 200 mules, in the stock 
yards. 

The purpose of the loans was to ald 
Calleeott in trading and dealing in mules, 
but, the stock yards company contends, 
all mules purchased by him were ta be 
the company’s property and were to be 
kept in the company’s stable till sold, 

Callecott, however, took aixty-one mules 
away from the stock yards and had them 
placed in the John A. Miller stables on 
December 9, selling them a little later 
fon $9,100 to a firm composed ef Jewell 
and Ransom Wilson and known as Wil- 
son Bros. 

As soon as the stock yards company 
learned of this, a petition wag presented 
to Judge Lumpkin, and he issued a fe- 
Straining order forbidding Calleeott to 
dispose of the money or mules and di- 
recting Carlton H. Miller to take charge 
of the mules as a temporary receiver.
